ſo happily, ſo widely different, that a man 
im health can eat a hearty meal of high ſea- 
ſoned meats, and with it drink half a gallon . 
of wine, without apparent injury; ; he Will 
dear ſtrong, or, perhaps, violent exerciſe all 
ny or dance a whole nicht, without being 
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u 2 fever on him, though not in a great 


i degree, | he may, not be able to drink two glaſſes 


of wine, without its manifeſtly increaſing his 
diſorder : : He cannot, with any eaſe, bear the 
leaſt motion; inſtead of being able, as he is in 
bealth, to ride hard all day, he cannot even 
get on horſeback but with trouble and fatigue z .
